The seven men broke out of the jail after overpowering two 
turnkeys, Braddox Noble and Ed Ross Noble wa* tossed down 
a flight of stair and Ross beaten up when they entered the 
second floor of the Perry County Ja»! for a routine check on 
the prisoners, according to Maggard

Maggard *aid there were 12 prisoners in the jail when the 
seven got out 

Police Chief Heath gave this account of the shooting of 
Engle and McIntosh, the former the leader of a gang of petty 
thieves known locally as "The Screaming Eagles ” 

Heath said Engle and McIntosh picked up “three or to 
five” of the escapees somewhere in town and then drove to 
High Street and turned north, heading for Kentucky 1ft. 

The car was stopped on High Street by Deputy Sheriff 
Ross When the deputy called out asking if there were any jail 
escapees in the car,” someone in the car fired several shots 



at Ross and then the. group fled 

The car proceeded north for 1000 yards to where it crashed 
into two parked cars In front of a local dairy 

The men fled from the car. the escapees scattering in all 
directions and Engle and Mclntoah fleeing across a swinging 
bridge over the North Fork of the Kentucky River 

City police and county deputies. Chief Heath said, caught 
up with Engle and Mclntoeh at the bridge. According to Chief 
Heath. Engle opened fire on the officers In an exchange, the 
two were shot 

Heath said Engle’s gun apparently ‘fell into the river.” 
McIntosh, shot in the foot, made hla escape into the Haz 
ard Yards, a railroad section across the river from the city He 
surrendered an hour later, turning himself over to county 
authorities, and was admitted to the hospital for treatment.
